Upon close review of the claims, the prior art of record 
and applicants remarks in the Appeal Brief on page 6 line 22 
through page 7 line 12 mailed September 17, 2006, it appears 
that the allowance of claims 1-25 is appropriate. 

Kandler (U.S. Patent 7,1 16,939) discloses a cellular telephone downloads a radio 
broadcast not being immediately available from a cellular network to be played through a car 
stereo using bluetooth communication (col. 6 lines 3-12). The bluetooth communication is 
between the cellular telephone (fig. lb number 30) and car stereo (fig. lb number 32 and col. 6 
lines 3-12). However, Kandler does not disclose applicants claimed invention addressed in 
applicants remarks discussed above.
